VILLAGE HALL PROWCT 

I suppose those who believe Deddington desperately needs a community centre 
should take heart fron the news in the last issue of the News which suggests 
that whilst the Partch Council are not in favour of retaining the Windmill Hall 
for community purposes. they do at least appeer to be accepting that there is a 
need for a villege hall. We should be thankfil. for small mercies but let thexe 
be no illvsion that the battle is won; indeec. the cynical amongst us might see 
the decision not to moxe use of the existing  7il as step 1 towards burying the 
project for another 40 years? The feeling is neightened by the "broad brush? 
cost figures quoted for renovation of the Wininill Hall which start at £21,000 
and end up at £50,000 ~ are these designed to dut us off? 


Anyone would accept that renovation of the existing hall would not provide whe 
ideal soluticn which « new purpose-built hali could, but it is a solution within 
the reach of the Villase. With grant the cost to the Village e of renovating the 
existing hall could (even assuming the estime:cs reported to the Parish Council) 
be as little as £5,000 - a new hall would reculre, at the very least, three or 
four times that amount. It would be optimistic in the extreme to expect a ner 
village hall t» be built from scratch in three years; in the meantime what 
happens to the scouts, cubs, brownies and guides? 


In your last Editorial you anticipated the prospect of Parish Council election 
candidates incl:ding vneir manifestos in a future edition and Mary Robinson's 
report on the Windmill site wisely stressed tne importance to the Village of 
making the rignt decision on the village hall scheme. I hope prospective Parish 
Council candidates share her view as to the importance of this matter and state 
clearly where they stand on the issue.

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TREES FOR THE PARISH OF DEDDINGTON 


; Of course Deddington - that is the people 
ee ee: of Deddington - have been planting trees 
fee. ale a ee for centuries in this parish, or they 
~ ei NG - have through care allowed the natural 
\ ar ae seedlings develop to maturity. There 
was previously the economic organisation 
which proviaced the many pairs of hands... 
and their direction to ensure an ade 
quate number of trees coming forward, in: 
hedgerow and woodland, to maturity and 
felling; and there was the need for trees: 
the tree, notably in its oak and ash 
»species, provided the timber for building, 
joinery, wagon making, tools, charcoal, 
.. the fire and the bakehouse ovens, also. 
» the tannin, ink and etc. 


= . But today neither the economic organisa-'— 
oa "e . tion nor the need pertain at the same 
{ level; rather we value our countryside 
trees and those planted in towns and 
eae villages for their beauty and variety 
a and for their composing effects in the 
\ ; landscape, Nonetheless ‘Nature continues 
| grateful for trees that we leave here and 
trees that we plant for they provide food 
and shelter for birds, insects, lichens, 
and much else that we know little about 
ve yet. 
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AEE ES To begin with, I felt the need to count 
ar what the earlier inhabitants of the parish 
i iad had left or grown for us. So I counted 
/ by species, showing whether the tree was 
young, in its prime, or mature; and I 
AV divided the count into (i) the areas. of. 
‘Deddington, Hempton and Clifton, (ii) the 
Castle Grounds, and (iii) the roads and 
most of the bridle tracks ~ in all about 
eleven and half miles, I was only looking 
i ee at trees in public places = that is in 
7 streets, roads and so on, There was little 
to be surprised about when the figures 
eos oo were added up. Deddington and Hempton 
SCE AG Jae TRS appear more or less well stocked with 
= , ; trees; Deddington has some gaps, part- 
is moles ly 7 PAM icularly in the roads serving the housing 
° lying ecither side of Hempton Road. Clifton 
cere does not appear to have any planted trees 
in its public area, or I missed them. 


Regarding the Castle Grounds, there is’ ~ 
evidence of earlier planting - I feel 

most of the horse chestnuts were planted ~ 
but generally the tree cover on the em=- 
bankments is of natural origin and, 

partly because of the elm fatalities, has 
become ragged and over mature; however,

there is some regeneration on the grassy inside slopes of the embankments. In 
all there are sixty-seven trees in the Grounds, nearly all mature; they include 
two young walnuts, planted perhaps by a rook or jay whose beak let drop its 
valuable cargo because it was too heavy? 


Along the eleven and half miles of road and bridle track (that is twenty-three 
miles taking into account both sides) I counted forty-four trees in the verges 
which include seven oaks planted round the Council's road depot at the top of 
Deddington hill; and, as you are well aware, Mr, Washington planted about one 
hundred and ten horse chestnuts either side of Hempton which are growing well 
and will by the middle nineties be a fine feature of that high ridge of.land — 
that runs out to Steepness hill. Within the hedgerows alongside these roads and 
bridle tracks, I found some two. hundred and one trees: thirty-six were young — 
ones, thirty-four in their prime, and one hundred and thirty-one were mature. 
These trees were mostly oak and ash, but there were a few examples of maple, 
Willow, larch, birch, and one or two other individuals. 


Taking these figures together, one is obviously going to pinpoint the very small 
number of young trees compared with those in their prime and maturity. Ina 
situation where trees are going to be felled - that is a mixed woodland cropped 

on a perpetual basis - one needs many more younger trees to their mature fellows; 
but in the landscape situation which concerns us we still need a much more favour- 
able balance towards the young. tree than exists now. 


Another point is the low number of trees per mile of road and hedgerow. In fact 
there is only a satisfactory spacing of trees - I mean a distribution along the 
hedgerow that has a right value for the trees themselves as something that must 
live and multiply and an equally appealing value to the farmer growing crops or 
pasturing livestock on the field side of the hedgerow = in two places: one is. 
at the bottom of Rodwell hill on the road. leading out of Hempton to Duns Tew, and 
the other is at the bottom of the track leading from The Daedings to Deddington 
Mill (and also the Mill end of the drive to it from the Milton road), Of course 
these examples just quoted are not accidental: they are the result of care and 
judgement exercised over a period of time many years ago by the men responsible 
for the hedges. 


There were several heartening observations to record as well, after completing 
this count. The first was the presence of the two young walnuts in the Castle 
Grounds (already referred to). Then there is the natural regeneration that is 
occurring on the embankments either side of the road as it goes down Deddington 
hill to Adderbury; this regeneration contains oak, ash (the dominant two in the 
hedgerows now that the elm is lost), crab apple, thorn, wild cherry, maple, and 
blackthorn. A smaller patch of regeneration is to be found on the bank by the 
lane leading to Tomwell Farm off the Oxford road; and there is also the eastern . 
end of Earl's Lane where. seedling ash and thorn is winning. 


Lastly, when counting on the bridle track leading east out of Clifton towards 
Somerton, I came to an oak from which issued a steady and certain hum. A bee- 
keeper would recognise this at once. I hope that colony - it sounded a small one - 
has survived the winter, 


What more should I add at this moment? Nothing, I think, except that if you go 
about the parish, nearly every tree you see is standing there because of the person 
who planted it or saved it from his billhook many years ago. I am particularly 
thinking of two examples now - one, which many of you have passed perhaps hundreds 
of times, that is the fine young aspen on the very edge of the parish boundary at 
the beginning of Dane Hill on the Oxford road (he stands on the west side, in the 
hedge): who originally planted or cared for him? The other, known to just a 
handful of you, is the old and dismasted larch that again stands at the edge of 

the parish boundary on the bridle track leading to Somerton: who planted him and 
why?

A letter vas received from Mrs. Ivings pointing out the dangerous state of tl». 
broken swing at Castle Grounds. Monty Spencer said he was waiting for a bolt v9 
be made. 


CDC said the Nomination papers for the Local Elections must be received by wre 
Returning Officer by mid-day on Thursday 5th April. No exceptions could be made 
nor allowarces made for postal delays. Norman Drake sent some posters to th? 
meeting, edvertising the Election, with a note to say they had cost £1.05; tho 
Councillors agreed to ask at the next meeting who was to pay for then. 


A letter had been received from the Solicitors acting on behalf of the Churcn 
Commissioners. This asked who was responsible for the upkeep of the footbali. 
and cricket grounds at Castle Grounds, and said that they were the owners an. 
were not avyare of any right of way along the lane leading from the entrance <: 
Castle Street, and bearing to the right past the commonly used entrance to bs 
grounds. They suggested that they may have to erect a gate at the Castle Stroc. 
entrance, with access only to "authorised persons”. Members of the Council fel: 
very strongly that the parish had had unimpeded access for many years, but it we~ 
agreed to piss tho matter to the Association of Parish Councils for their legrl 
advice.

A 
sharp gust of wind toppled the lot over, and the broken remnants were shovelled 
back inside the bath, Since this consisted of mostly Wedding gifts, I need not 
say how cross I felt, They left the bath outside the back door of the new 
quarter, ready for the dustman. Then 18 inches of snow covered the sorry sight. 
It froze solid, and it was some weeks before the bath came into use again. 


Another time in that winter of 1937-38 a basket of shopping was blown out of my: 
hand and the contents strewn over the pavement. This included a dozen eggs in 
a paper bag. TI have to admit I broke down and cried. 

May I now come to the legendary spring cleaning. In 1942, having been bombed © 
out of London and Liverpool, I escaped from the Luftwaffe to a sweet little 
village outside Banbury. A French lady who had done a bunk from Hitler had also 
found refuge there. She was standing at her gate as I passed with a bag full of 
shopping. "You are loaded", she said. "Yes", I replied, "but it is not all 
rations, but cleaning material, for my spring clean". To my surprise she said 
"You dirty English, you clean your houses once a year, in France we housewives 
do it every week,” Well, bully for the French and up with the flag. I told her 
that the English women may be dirty in their homes, but their men do not make. 
public urinals of the gutters in our streets. 


On reflection, did she have a point? Has all this twiddling of switches and 
buttons made us English housewives clean at last, and spring cleaning a thing of 
the past?

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PLACES AND PEOPLE 


If President Carter, Prime Minister Begin (or even Mr. Dennis Howell, Minister . 
for sport, weather and everything else, so why not religious affairs too), goes 

to the great mosque in Cairo, he must first take off his shoes. If anyone wishes 
to visit the great pagoda in Rangoon, he must. not only take off his shoes, but - 
then climb about.a.hundred steps on his knees to the pagoda entrance. Some places 
are too holy for people to approach carelessly or-even easily. "Take off your 
shoes", Moses was told at’ the Burning Bush, “for the ground where you stand is 
holy." 


There are holy places in Burope. Canterbury cathedral, for instance, where 
Thomas a Beckett was murdered. Such places derive their holiness from people. - 
"Wherever a saint has dwelt, wherever a martyr has given his blood for the 
blood of Christ, There is holy ground, and the sanctity shall not depart from 
it." (T.S. Eliot, "Murder in the Cathedral") First of all, men and women are 
holy, then the places with which they are associated. 


On the far, far west coast of County Kerry, looking out over thousands of miles 

of Atlantic Ocean and nothing else, stands the tiny Gallarus Oratory. About 
fifteen feet in length and nine feet wide, it is built entirely of stone, roof, <=» 
walls, small window and door frames. No mortar at all, just stone. It has stood’ 
there since about 600 A.D. It is not much to look at, even allowing for its © ~~ 
remarkable construction and its extreme age. It is more or less like a small — 
barn, The only question is why it stands there at all. The only answer is that 
it is an oratozy, a place where a man can pray. undisturbed by the sights and =~ 
sounds of others engaged in all sorts of other occupations. Before the vast 
emptiness of sea and’ sky, with a mountain behind him and nothing at all in 

front, (not even America, to his knowledge, unless St. Brendan the navigator 
succeeded in crossing the Atlantic both ways and lived to tell the tale, which 
seems unlikely), a man is alone. 


The exceptional man, that is, who has learnt how to live with himself and is 

not afraid of emptiness or the unknown. Very few are so courageous or so Single~ 
minded, But holiness is not only for the hermit. It is a quality we see, 
mostly in someone else. We learn to value it, eventually to value it beyond 

any othex quality. An Indian proverb says "Tre perfume of holiness travels 

even against the wind." In other words, there is nothing like it. It is more 
than goodness, more than honesty. Tt is the highest quality we can imagine, 
where words fail us. There is a gap between the holy man or woman and us, which 
we cannot bridge. A holy place helps. It helps us to see others and their 
holiness. It helps us to find ourselves as we truly are, it helps us not to be | 
afraid of silence and space. 


We have (perhaps) many holy places in Deddington, as we have (still perhaps?) 
many holy people. ‘Je have at least one holy place which has stood for some 
seven hundred years. It stands in Church Street,

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NATURE NOTES 


One blessing of the March snow was that we could once again this year look at 
the fields and see what footprints had been made by animals we may not often 

see when we are out for a walk. Footprints of foxes, badgers, hares and rabbits 
crossed and’ recrossed the fields, but most footprints are found under the hedges 
where small animals such. as mice, voles, shrews and birds have looked for food 
and been sheltered at the same time. But winter is passing and any time this 
month on a warm day we may see the Brimstone butterfly emerging from hibernation. 
It is thought that the name "butterfly" comes from the colour of this insect. 


The annual business of ms* building has started and all three species of thrush 
are building in our garden. The Mistle Thrush (so named because it eats mistle-— 
toe berries) has chosen a high tree, and the female is hard at work taking up 
huge beakfuls of grasses. The Song Thrush has chosen her bush and is also busy 
with beakfuls of grasses and will later line her nest cup with-mud and cows 

dung and saliva, smoothing it to shape with her breast. The Blackbird is in the 
hedge near the window and is easy to watch. The male sits in a nearby tree. 
guarding the territory with song while the female again does the work. Though 
sometimes the male of this species will help with the nest building. Our hen 
blackbird is busy with grasses and moss by. the beakful, often dropping pieces 
and then having to unload her beak to pick it all up again. What a time it 
takes. She will mix mud into the cup to make it strong but will finally line it 
with fine grasses, which distinguishes it from that of the song thrush. 


Wild flowers are late this year and there will probably be no pussy willow for 
Palm Sunday, but on the odd warm day I have seen a bee or two buzzing in and 
out of our crocuses,
